Important  pieces  of  furniture  and  the  tapestries  from 
Lews  Castle  and  from  Cheshire  have  been  retained  until 
now  to  be  brought  to  Hanover  Square,  and  they  will  be 
offered  on  the  following  dates  : —

and  the  24th  and  25th. 

The  Nation,  however,  has  good  reason  to  congratulate 
itself  that  notwithstanding  the  unavoidable  dispersal  of  a 
part  of  the  late  Lord  Leverhulme’s  Collection,  the  larger 
portion  of  the  Works  of  Art  acquired  during  his  lifetime 
remain  intact  in  the  Lady  Lever  Art  Gallery  at  Port  Sun- 
light, which  was  erected  bv  Lord  Leverhulme  as  a memorial 
to  his  wife.
